Dear  Friends: 

We  have  reached  the  achievement 
of  a  significant  milestone  in  ex- 
panding the  supply  of  mixed-in- 
come housing  for  Boston  residents 
in  the  South  End /Lower  Roxbury 
neighborhood.  The  South  End 
Neighborhood  Housing  Initiative 
(SENHI)  was  launched  only  four 
short  years  ago.  A  community 
planning  process  was  started  in 
1986  with  the  Boston  Redevelop- 
ment Authority  and  the  Mayor's 
Office  of  Neighborhood  Services 
working  closely  with  you  in 
developing  and  carrying  out  this 
program.  Today,  six  neighbor- 
hood housing  developments  are 
nearing  completion.  Over  four 
hundred  units  of  new  housing 
have  been  created,  two-thirds  of 
which  will  be  available  to  low  and 
moderate  income  families  at  a 
total  development  cost  of  nearly 
$50  million. 

SENHI  is  an  important  part  of  the 
progress  which  has  been  made  in 
the  South  End.  Since  1984,  nearly 
1,000  units  of  housing  have  been 
completed.  Important  among 
these  is  the  award  winning  271 
unit  Tent  City  development  which 
was  completed  under  my  ad- 
ministration after  nearly  two 
decades  of  inaction.  In  addition, 
the  59  unit  Tenants  Development 
Corporation  (TDC  III)  project  on 
Massachusetts  Ave.  and  the  155 
unit  Douglass  Park  Phase  I 
development  are  significant  con- 
tributions to  the  revitalization  of 
the  South  End /Lower  Roxbury 
area. 

None  of  this  would  have  been  pos- 
sible without  your  help,  support 
and  participation.  This  is  new 
housing  of  which  we  can  all  be 
proud.  Congratulations  to  you  — 
residents  and  friends  of  the  South 
End/Lower  Roxbury  neighbor- 
hood.

SENHI  a  reality 

Four  new  housing  developments  are  nearing  completion  in  the  South  End/Lower 
Roxbury  neighborhood.  Beneath  the  spire  of  the  old  Shawmut  Congregational 
Church,  now  known  as  Taino  Tower,  27  units  of  housing  are  ready  for  occupancy. 
A  short  distance  away,  another  212  units  on  three  sites  are  renting  up  or  will  be  avail- 
able soon  within  one  block  of  each  other  near  Washington  Street  and  Massachusetts 
Avenue  —  Langham  Court,  Parmelee  Court  and  Roxbury  Crossing.  These  four 
developments  together  with  the  previously  completed  projects,  Marc  Tyler  Con- 
dominiums and  the  Lodging  House,  constitute  the  South  End  Neighborhood  Hous- 
ing Initiative  (SENHI)  —  a  program  to  produce  mixed-income  housing  on  vacant 
parcels  throughout  the  South  End /Lower  Roxbury  area. 

The  South  End  Neighborhood  Housing  Initiative  (SENHI)  was  launched  less  than 
five  years  ago  by  Mayor  Raymond  Hynn  and  the  Boston  Redevelopment  Authority. 
BRA  Director  Stephen  Coyle  assigned  the  responsibility  for  developing  and  directing 
the  SENHI  program  to  Thomas  O'Malley,  Assistant  Director  for  Neighborhood 
Housing  and  Development.  The  summer  of  1986  marked  the  beginning  of  an  in- 
tense working  relationship  with  the  South  End  community  to  solicit  proposals  for 
new  housing,  and  to  begin  open  public  town  meeting  reviews  of  some  twenty 
proposals  which  were  received  a  year  later,  in  the  Summer  of  1987. 

Special  congratulations  are  due  to  indiv- 
iduals in  the  neighborhood  whose 
ladership  exemplifies  the  spirit  of  the 
South  End  in  carrying  SENHI  forward. 
Thanks  to  Victor  Bynoe,  Pat  Cusick,  Jim 
Davis,  Jovita  Fontanez,  Arthur  Howe, 
Myra  McAdoo,  Susan  Park,  Fernando 
Requena,  Byron  Rushing,  Bob  Under- 
bill, and  many  others. 

With  the  help  of  South  End  residents 
and  other  interested  persons,  we  have 
achieved  a  working  success  of  which 
we  can  all  be  proud  —  new  housing 
which  respects  the  historic  traditions  of 
the  South  End  —  housing  which 
reclaims  once  vacant  land  and  run- 
down buildings  —  and  most  of  all, 
developments  which  provide  urgently- 
needed  mixed  income  housing  for  the 
South  End  community. 

Soon  your  neighbors  will  be  moving 
into  this  housing.  If  you  haven't  seen 
these  new  places,  —  take  a  walk  — . 
From  Taino  Tower  on  Tremont  Street 
to  the  brick  arches  and  courtyard  of 
Langham  Court  to  the  pleasant 
townhouses  of  Parmelee  Court  on 
Northampton  Street  —  take  a  walk 
and  you  will  be  surprised  and  pleased. 

This  is  great  housing.  Conceived, 
reviewed,  selected  and  developed  with 
your  help  and  involvement.  Thanks 
again  residents  and  friends  of  the  South 
End. 


SENHI  began  in  1986  with  Mayor 
vnn  and  BRA  Director  Stephen 
Coyie  offering  seven  South  End 
sites  for  housing  development. 
Few  areas  in  Boston  have  as  much 
public  land  available  and  suitable 
for  residential  development  as  the 
South  End.  This  available  supply, 
strong  development  interest, 
public  investment  in  new  streets, 
sidewalks,  and  the  removal  of  the 
elevated  Orange  line  combined  to 
create  a  unique  opportunity  to 
begin  to  address  South  End  and 
Lower  Roxbury  concerns  for  hous- 
ing affordability,  community  gar- 
dens and  neighborhood  open 
space. 

Over  a  year  of  community  involve- 
ment produced  a  program 
designed  to  address  the  South 
End's  need  for  affordable  housing. 
The  program  also  provided  oppor- 
tunities for  locally-based  develop- 
ment corporations,  and  a  chance 
to  achieve  new  development 
which  conformed  to  the  South 
Ends  existing  zoning  and  design 
requirements. 

From  spirited  community  discus- 
sions emerged  the  principle  that 
one-third  of  all  SENHI  units 
would  be  affordable  to  households 
of  low  (income  at  or  below  50%  of 
the  Boston  metropolitan  area's 
median  income);  one-third  affor- 
dable to  households  of  moderate 
income  (incomes  at  or  below  80% 
of  the  median)  and  the  remaining 
one-third  be  sold  or  rented  at 
market  rates. 

From  the  beginning,  all  new 
developments  sought  would  be  re- 
quired to  conform  to  existing  com- 
munity zoning,  provide  the 
required  parking,  open  space,  and 
would  be  subject  to  stringent 
review  in  terms  of  respecting  his- 
toric and  traditional  design  stand- 
ards in  the  South  End. 

Along  with  the  creation  of  new 
neighborhood  housing,  the  com- 
munity and  the  BRA  stressed  the 
importance  of  providing  oppor- 
tunities to  minority  business 
enterprises,  community  develop- 
ment corporations,  other  non 
profits,  and  joint  ventures  between 
these  groups. 

Achieving  these  community  goals 
has  not  been  simple.  Fluctuating 
market  conditions,  an  unsure 
economy,  rising  interest  rates,  and, 
recently,  a  national  crisis,  make 
these  goals  very  difficult  to 
achieve  in  total.  But,  together,  we 
are  well  on  our  way. 


THE  OBJECTIVE: 

To  select  the  most  appropriate 
sites  for  the  creation  of  new  com- 
munity housing;  maximize  oppor- 
tunities for  low  and  moderate 
income  family  housing;  provide 
development  opportunities  for 
minority  entrepreneurs  and  com- 
munity based  organizations;  and 
establish  a  community  planning 
and  review  process. 

THE  PLAN: 

With  the  demolition  of  the 
elevated  and  the  planned 
reconstruction  of  Washington 
Street,  major  new  housing 
development  was  focused  on  sites 
along  the  Washington  Street  cor- 
ridor and  another  on  Tremont 
Street.  Sites  along  Washington 
Street  offer  maximum  oppor- 
tunities for  achieving  significant 
improvements  for  South 
End /Lower  Roxbury  neighbor- 
hood. 

THE  PROPOSALS: 

The  community  process  of  review- 
ing nearly  twenty  high  quality 
development  proposals  submitted 
was  initiated.  A  consensus  was 
reached  on  the  selection  of 
development  proposals  for  seven 
priority  sites:  Berkeley  at  Shaw- 
mut  (Marc  Tyler  Building);  Rox- 
bury Corners,  Langham  Court, 
Parmelee  Court  and  the  Paul  Sul- 
livan Trust  building  near  Mas- 
sachusetts Avenue  and 
Washington  Street;  the  Taino 
Tower  site  at  640  Tremont  Street, 
and  a  site  on  East  Concord  Street. 

THE  ACCOMPLISHMENTS: 

Completed  or  nearing  comple- 
tion are  307  units  of  housing  on  six 
of  the  seven  sites,  with  an  invest- 
ment of  over  $50  million  reclaim- 
ing over  150,000  sq.  ft.  of  vacant 
land  and  buildings.  Top  quality 
design,  and  achievement  of  the 
goals  for  producing  mixed  income 
housing  for  community  residents 
have  been  accomplished. 

With  the  last  SENHI  project  ex- 
pected to  begin  construction  early 
this  year  (the  East  Concord  Street 
parcels)  an  additional  40  mixed  in- 
come rental  units  will  be  placed  on 
the  market.  In  all,  SENHI  will 
have  produced  347  units  of  hous- 
ing for  the  South  End/Lower  Rox- 
bury area.

FINANCIAL  SUPPORT 

City  of  Boston  and  BRA  funds 
have  been  made  available  to  sup- 
port these  new  housing  develop- 
ments. In  all,  $21.6  million  in 
public  funds  have  been  used  in 
financing  the  projects  and  in  carry- 
ing out  various  public  improve- 
ments adjacent  to  the 
developments.  The  Neighborhood 
Housing  Trust  contributed  $6.5 
million  in  linkage  funds.  In  addi- 
tion, $6.5  million  was  provided  by 
the  City  of  Boston,  of  which,  $5.2 
million  in  loans  were  from  Com- 
munity Development  Block  Grant 
(CDBG)  monies.  Additional 
public  support  of  $8.6  million  was 
provided  from  Boston  Redevelop- 
ment Authority  resources  in  the 
form  of  grants,  loans,  and  real  es- 
tate contributions.  State  participa- 
tion through  the  Massachusetts 
Housing  and  Finance  Agency 
provided  construction  financing 
totalling  $24.3  million.  Private 
financing  through  local  banks 
provided  an  additional  $7.1  mil- 
lion. Additional  equity  for  the 
cooperative  and  rental  develop- 
ments was  raised  through  the  sale 
of  tax  credits  to  several  Boston  in- 
stitutions including:

In  support  of  this  new  housing, 
other  objectives  have  been 
achieved.  Thirteen  parcels  to 
tailing  nearly  two  acres  have  been 
conveyed  to  the  South  End  Open 
Space  Trust  for  community  gar- 
dens. 

Additional  efforts  to  bolster 
economic  development  have  been 
the  focus  of  BRA  initiatives  on 
new  job-producing  projects  includ- 
ing the  recently  completed  Mas- 
sachusetts Square  project,  current 
proposals  to  expand  the  Ginsburg 
Recycling  Company,  and  the  new 
South  End 

Technology  Square  Associates 
(SETSA)  project  along  Albany 
Street. 

Many  other  good  publicly-owned 
sites  exist  in  the  South  End  for  not 
only  housing,  but  for  new  com- 
munity gardens,  neighborhood 
commercial  development,  and  job 
producing  light  manufacturing 
uses.  These  and  other  issues  are 
currently  being  reviewed  by  the 
Working  Group  of  the  South 
End/Lower  Roxbury  Develop- 
ment Policy. 

Preliminary  recommendations  of 
the  Working  Group  have  been 
presented  for  community  review 
and  comment  in  anticipation  of 
reaching  a  consensus  on  the 
Development  Policy  Plan  this  year.
